PROSPEROUS YEAR AHEAD 


Emp loying over two million p eop le at good wages, 
sp ending millions each week for materials and sup ­ 
p lies, the railroads are a good barom eter of business. 
The number of freight cars ordered for use in the 
United States in 19 22 amounted to 18 0,154, the larg­ 
est total since 19 12, contrasting with only 23,346 and 
8 4,207 cars in years 19 21 and 19 20 resp ectively. 
Locomotives ordered for domestic service in 19 22 
totaled 2,600, the largest figure since 19 18 as com­ 
p ared with only 239 in 19 21 and 18 8 9 locomotives 
in 19 20. 
Altogether, it is estimated that the railroads con­ 
tracted for the ex p enditure of more than $471,224,- 
000 during the year for freight and p assenger cars 
and locomotives combined. 
The average cost of freight cars is now said to be 
about $1700, p assenger cars about $22,000 and lo­ 
comotives about $50,000.
